Skull Fails 
To Kill Man; 


A fine crowd gathered at the club 
house Friday night to witness the 
preview of the new Sierra Madre 
film which was completed about ten 
days ago. The picture is 500 feet in 
length and is divided about equally 
between scenes from Sierra Madre 
and the mountain camps along Stur- 
tevant Trail. The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce sponsored the enterprise and 
the Woman’s club cooperated in 
making of the picture. 

The Sierra Madre part of the pic¬ 
ture included maps of the roads 
between Los Angeles and this city, 
the Wistaria vine, the palm nursery, 
a number of beautiful homes, the 
canyon park anil the business sec¬ 
tion. The trail section included 
scenes from Robert’s camp, Mount 
Wilson, the falls and a number of 
other places well known to hikers. 
The film presents Sierra Madre in a 
way that is very pleasing and true 
to life. » 

The evening's entertainment was 
opened with a number of piano num¬ 
bers rendered by Master Bobby 
Mitchell and songs by S. S. Harrel- 
son, who directed the picture. The 
musical program was followed by the 
showing of a film made for the 
Chamber of Commerce of Los An- 
: geles. 


Walter D. Baker of 6727 First 
avenue, Los Angeles, still lives after i 
putting a bullet through his head 
Tuesday afternoon. He started up 
the Mf. Wilson Trail about noon, 
and was found at 1:30 by R. L.! 
Hooper of Los Angeles and Dr. C. 
M. Parrot of Columbus, Ohio., a lit¬ 
tle more than two miles up the trail, 
lying in a pool of blood near the 
place where he had apparently at¬ 
tempted to take his own life. 

Thinking they were nearer Orchard 
Camp than the foot of the trail, 
Hooper and Parrott rushed there to 
notify the police at Sierra Madre. It 
was 3 o’clock before Marshal Udell 
got the call, and sent Officer Muel¬ 
ler up to investigate. He made the 
trip up the trail in 12 minutes, tel¬ 
ephoned from the nearby patrol box 
and Dr. E. L. Jackson was secured 
t to help bring the man to the Sierra 
Madre hospital. 

It was nearly 6 o’clock when 
Baker arrived at the hospital where 
proper treatment could be given. He 
was conscious most of the time, but 
gave no particular reason for his 
act. The bullet had entered the 
skull on the left side and come out 
on the right, apparently following 
the bone and not seriously damag¬ 
ing the brain. The smooth steel 
jacket made a clean wound, which 
l saveil his life.

What promised to be a very placid 
primary election next Tuesday has 
developed signs of a redhot finish, 
for a few contests. Late entries in ! 
the congressional field and the fir¬ 
ing of some hot shot in the district 
attorneyship fight have aroused be¬ 
lated interest. 

For district attorney the incum¬ 
bent, Asa Keyes, seemed to be with¬ 
out serious opposition until within 
the last week. Then the supporters 
of Judge C. M. Sheldon began to get 
busy in earnest and things began to 
happen. 

Keyes holds office by appointment 
having served as a deputy under Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Woolwine, resigned. 
He is admittedly “onto the ropes” of 
the office and a fine fellow. He has 
made some improvement in office 
conditions but the Sheldon support¬ 
ers claim he has instituted no radical 
reforms which are much needed. 
Sheldon has not had experience as a 
prosecutor but has made a fine rec¬ 
ord as a judge charged with trial of 
Wright Act violations. As a result 
he has the endorsement of the Anti- 
Saloon League, the W. C. T. U. and 
a large number of other organiza¬ 
tions. 

Keyes has been charged with be¬ 
longing to the Ku Klux Klan on a 
secret membership list and having 
the i endorsement of its leaders. He 
denies the former charge but not the 
Lastly, Keyes has incurred 


for their summer stay. Consequent¬ 
ly his many friends found it diffi¬ 
cult to believe that he had really 
passed beyond.

BOY WORK HAS 
FIRST CLAIM 
ON STOVALL 


It is quite probable that the city 
council will take the necessary ac¬ 
tion in the near future to accept by- 
deed, without the cost of condemna¬ 
tion and its accompanying delay, 
several acres of land in the form of 
street extensions ' in the northwest 
section of the city. 

It is proposed to continue Carter 
uvenue west from where it stops on 
the top of the hill to Sierra Madre 
avenue and to extend Lima, Sunny- 
side and possibly Grove to the new 
portion of Carter avenue. 

J. S. Clarkson, who has been tak¬ 
ing an active part in furthering this 
development, says that it has been 
very gratifying and encouraging to 
encounter the spontaneous coopera¬ 
tion which the project has met with 
from all affected property owners. 
Every one interviewed so far has of¬ 
fered his share of land without any 
request or thought of immediate 
compensation. Andrews & ■ Hawks 
have offered to give a strip through 
15 acres as well as the extension of 
Lima. Mr. Asakura, who has the 
property at the north end of Sun- 
nyside, has expressed his willingness, 
when certain details have been 
worked out, to vacate Sunnyside av¬ 
enue through his property and Car¬ 
ter on the north. Father Peter for 
the monastery says “sure, we are 
with you.” 

This improvement will be a. bene¬ 
fit not only to this section but to the 
city as a whole in that there will 
follow the selling of desirable build¬ 
ing sites, bringing to the city more 
revenue in the form of taxes.

just enogh grain to assure a full 
crop for the night you will be doing 
your fatherly duty in so far as feed¬ 
ing is concerned. 

To many poultrymen are in the 
habit of carrying the same amount 
of feed into their yards every day, 
every week, every month with no 
change for seasons. This is a grave 
mistake and the man that follows 
this system is literally throwing his 
money away both in the waste of 
feed and in the loss of eggs. 

Grain rations at this time of the 
yeqr should consist of about sixty 
per cent wheat, twenty-five per cent 
oats, ten per cent corn and the bal¬ 
ance sunflower seed anil sorghum 
grains. 

Always feed grain in a litter of 
long wheat straw which should be 
about six inches deep, thus forcing 
plenty of exercise. 

The generous feeding of fine cut 
greens is essential because greens 
contain mineral properties that are 
absolutely necessary in egg making 
and also minerals that are nature’s 
medicines in fighting disease. 

As I have already stated, eggs are 
formed largely from mash and the hen

Meal time in the chicken yard is 
especially noticible for two facts; 
one is the loud noise made by hun¬ 
gry bens and the other is the fast 
disappearance of hard earned money 
in the form of feed. Both are a 
necciuity in the business of manufac¬ 
turing eggs an dif the pen is quiet 
it is usually a sign of ill health or 
of overfeeding. 

During the summer months and 
the moulting season lady hen shows 
a particular fondness for grains and 
a tendency to slack up on mash con¬ 
sumption. However this should be 
avoided when possible if best laying 
results are to be obtained because 
while grains are necessary to build 
up fat and tissue eggs are produced 
from the mash. 

I am often asked, “What is the 
best formula to go by in feeding 
my hen?” "And my answer to this 
question is “to sit on the fence and 
watch them eat.” If you bear in 
mind the simple rules of egg produc¬ 
tion and feed your hens all the green 
feed and dry mash they will eat with

“GOOSE STEP” DAY 
(From the Hemet News) 

The national administration does not like the term 
“mobilization day” which has been applied by common 
public consent to the army’s proposal for a showing of 
national military strength, and a practice of national mob¬ 
ilization, on September 12. 

Probably it will like still less the term “goose step 
day,” which also has been applied to it. 

The army calls it a “defense test;” which sounds very 

much like the other terms. To get a peaceful people 
worked up to the point of going through the motions of 
staggering an enemy with a flourish of arms is the same 
process, no matter what it is called. 

President Coolidge, in a public defense of the plan, 
describes it in a way tending to make it more palatable. 
He says that it is nothing more than an inspection of the 
forces that would be available in an emergency. 

The president appears to have a different view of the 
plan than that of the army; and doubtless his view will 
prevail and will result in a considerable modification of 
the original plan. 

But the original plan, as it was announced in the 
press matter issued from the war department, was noth¬ 
ing more or less than a “goose step” day, in which every 
citizen was to participate, probably whether he wanted 
to or not. That plan, if it had gone on, would have re¬ 
sulted, once the habit was fixed in a jail sentence or per¬ 
haps a mob scene for any body who refused to take part 
in this military gesture. 

General Pershing, in a statement issued for public¬ 
ation on May 18, said: 

“It is to be a day given to patriotic gathering by the 
citizens of every community, during which every one will 
learn his place and portion in the defense of his country 
should our security be threatened.” He added: “The 
‘Test’ will certainly have a most benefical effect on na¬ 
tional sentiment, through which we hope to establish this 
system as a permanent policy.” And, in closing, he said 
of the people “We expect them all to participate.” 

The whole business, name it as you will, should be 
accepted, if at all, for what it is. And it is, in essence, 
precisely the same psychological process by which the 
rulers of Germany transformed a pacifist people into the 
military mad nation that was set loose upon the world 
ten years ago. 

The plea here is preparation for defense against at¬ 
tack. The plea there was preparation for defense against 
attack. 

And the process was a gradual interesting of the 
people in military plans and military development, which 
is precisely the “beneficial effect” which Genera! Pershing 
hopes this movement will have on national sentiment, 
“through which we hope to establish this system as a 
permanent policy.” 

If the United States does not want this subtle psy¬ 
chology of interest in military growth to go on from the 
start of September 12, it will stop it in the beginning by 
abandoning the plan.
